annexed. All matter omitted by the Select Committee has been printed in 
italics and enclosed in square brackets and all new matter inserted has been 
underlined : — 

1. The Bill was published in English in the Calcutta Gazette of the 

14th February, 1935, before introduction. * 

2. The Conimittee met for the first time in Calcutta on the 26th March, 
1935, continued its sittings in Darjeeling on the 13th May, 1935, and con- 
cluded them on the 22nd May, 1935. 

3. We consider that the Bill has been so altered iis to require 
republication. 

4. The changes made in the Bill are as follows : — 

Preamble. — We have modified the preamble to give greater emphasis 
to the real purpose of the Bill, viz : to provide for the development of lainis 
in Bengal, the levy merely being a means by which that purposti is to be 
fulfilled. 

Clause 2. — We have inserted a definition of “.agricultural lands” in 
clause 2 {al) to include lands used for the purpose of growing veget.ables and 
the like. 

We have substituted “notified area” for “benefited area” throughout the 
Hill, as l)eirtg more appropriate. The definition of benefited area has there- 
fore lK!en omitted. The definition of (he new phrase “notified area” has 
leen provided for in clause 2 {da). 

We have made a slight emendation in the definition of Collector in 
clause 2 {m). 

We have revi.sed I, he definition of “iinprovornent work” in claus<i 2 {4) 
to make it clear that it includes works of imj)rovement constructed Ud'oi-e 
the tiommeiK^ement of the Act. 

We have inserted a definition of “notified area” consequential on the 
substitution of this phrase for “l)enefited area.” 

The alteration in the definition of “period of objection” in clause 2 (6) 
is, in part, consequential. It has also been simplified. 

Clause 3. — The changes in this clause are consequential upon the revised 
definition of improvement work in clause 2 (4). 

Clause 4. — We have revised clause 4 («) to provide for the giving of as 
full .a description as pr<actic.able of an im])rovemcnt work in^the notification 
to be published under clause 3. 

Clause 5. — We have simplified the provisions of this clause, and have 
modified sub-clauses (/) and (S) to make the intention clearer. We have also 
omitted the words “and such declaration sh,all be final .and shall not lie ques- 
tioned in any court or in any other manner whatsoever”, in sub-clause (7), 
as unnecessfiry. 

Clause 5 (2) (b) has been reproduced in new clause 5A. 

Clause 5A. — The first part of this chause takes the place of clause 
5 (a?) (b) of the Bill as introduced, but we have provided that the Local • 
Government shall only impose the improvement levy when it is satisfied that 
the notified area has benefited from the improvement work. 

We have inserted an important proviso requiring that, before an improve- 
ment levy is imposed, the proposal shall have the recommendation of the 
Legislative Council. 

Clause 5B. — We consider that in so far as it may be decided upon to 
impose an improvement levy in respect of the Damodar and Bakreswar 
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canals, to which an indirect reference is made in the statement of objects 
ajid rearons, this should provided for specilit*ally in the Bill by proposed 
clause 5B instead of waitinjr for a resolution to l)e passed under clause 5A. 

ClauM 6i In sub-clause (/), we have made it clear that the oHii'er 
appointed to prepare the estimate under this sub-clause shall hear anv 
objections that may be submilted to him. 

We have also altered the proviso to make it clear that an estimate may 
lie made on fhe assnmjition that the land has produced or will produce crops 
other than the staple crop. 

•We have redrafted clause 6 (£) t(* provide for the publication of 
estimates by the Board ot Itevenue and for consideration of objections and 
suggestions to the estimates by the Board. 'I'horeafter the UhuI tlovern- 
rnent may reject the e.stimate or may, by nofl heat ion, accept it with or wit bout 
modification. 

By clause 6 (.'?) we have provided for the revision of the estimate in 
certain cases. 

ClausB 7. — We have sim|)lified the provisions of this clause and r»Mlnc(‘d 
the period for which the price may he lived from 10 to 5 years. 

Clause 8> — We have entirely reca.st this clause which dc'als with the 
incidence oi' improvement levy on agricultural lands. 

Clause 8A. — We have inserted this new clause because wc think that it 
will be impo.ssible to jirevent iiici'eased stihniii from being rcalist'd by land- 
lords or rniyats where land iKUielited by improvenuud, work is scuttled or re- 
settled by them after the imposition of an improvement levy and that 
provision should lie made for a part of the iru'rease in the amount ol' xnlami 
obtainable by such landlords or raiynts itcing paid as iin))rovcmcnt levy. 

This decision was reached l)y a majority of non-ollicial meirdH'rs, and 
the official members abstained from taking part in the vot ing. 

Clauses. — This clause rcpiodnces, with vefl)al alterations, the sniistance 
of clause 9 (/) of the Hill as introdticed which lays down the niaximnm limit 
of the levy which may he imj)osed on non-agri< ultural lands iiic)nd(‘d wit hin 
a not ified area. 

Clause 9A. — This clause reproduces, with slight verbal alterat ion, sub- 
clauses («) and (5) of clan.se 9 (z^) of the Hill a.« introduced. 

Clause 9AA. — Tn this clause we have made provision for the determina- 
tion by the Collector — 

(i) of the amount of levy payable for non agricultural lands, and 
(li) of its manner of payment. — 

(a) in the case of increased capital profit in one lump sum, 
and 

(5) in case of increased nH urring profit, at an annual rate. 

» . 

In sub-dansc (:^) of danse 9AA w<! have provided that no iinprovennent levy 
shall be imposed unless the amount has been determined by the (.olltM-toi 
within ten years from the dal(i of the ctHnpletion of tin; improvement work. 

Clause 9B. — We have made provision by this ihuise for the |)ayment l)v 
instalments of an improvement levy assessed in one sum under snh-dause (a) 
of danse 9AA and for recovery of arrears with interest. 

Clause 9C entitles a person liable to pay an improvement levy at an 
annual rate under clause (5) of sulH'lanse (/) of clause 9A A to commute his 
liability on agreed terms. It follows in the main the wording of 
clause 9(^f) of the Bill as introduced. 

Clause 9D is new and makes specnlic j)rovision for the publication of 
the date of the completion of an improvemcnl, work ; it is netiessitated by 
clause 9AA (2). 

Clause 10.— The changes are either consequential or of a drafting 
character to make the intention clearer. 
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Clause 10A. — This clause is new and provides for the issue of a notice 
of demand on every person liable to pay an improvement levy by which we 
ensure that information is given to each person of his liability, before the 
stage is reatdied when he should, if he so desires, appeal. , 

Clause 10B. — This reproduces with modifications the provisions of 
clause 111 of the Hill as intrcKluced. But it allfiws revision by the Collector 
at this stage land it also provides for the re-publication of the statement jire- 
pared under section 10 before the presumption of correctness iS attached to 

it. 

Clauses 11 and 11 A. — ^We have reproduced the provisions about appeals 
in claiKses 11 and 11 A with certain important modifications as follows : — 

Clause 11, as revi.sed, provides for appeals as regards agricultural' lands 
wliih^ rlaiisr 11 A deals witii those in connection with non-agricultural lands. 

1 1 will lie noticed that instead of leaving the ajipellate authority to be 
prescribed by rules, as in the Bill as introduced, we have specifically mention- 
ed the authorities to whom appeals will lie in all cases. 

In the case of clause 11 A, the majority of non-official members (the 
official members abstaining fiom Laking part in the voting) were desirous 
of in.serf.ing a provision that the High Court be empowered to interfere 
in regard to appeals, but it was pointed out that such a provision would be 
nltm vires in an Act of the Locial Legislature whereupon the members lirged 
that mention should be made in the report that the Government of India 
he asked to introducie a Bill in the Indian Legislature containing provisions 
similar to those of the Calcutta Improvement (Appeals) Act, 1911 (XVII I 
of 1911) conferring the necessary powers on the High Court. 

Clause 13. — We have omitted this clause and have provided in new 
clause lOB for the re-publiciation of the statement prepared under section 19 
lu'fote the j)resumption of correctness is attached to it. r. 

Clause 14. — The changes made in clause 14 are consequential. 

Clause 16. — The changes made in sub-clause {!) are consequential. 

Stib-clause {2) has been revised to provide for payment of interest on 
iirrcars of improvement levy at a rate not exc-eeding 9^ per cent, per annum. 
'I'lie reference to the Bengal I’ublic Demands Recovery Act in the sub-clause 
as introduced has been omitted as unnecessary. We have omitted sub-clauses 
{:{) to (.6) of clause 19 in the Bill as intrcMluced, and have provided a new 
clause 19A on the lines of section 82 of Ben. Act III of 1879 dealing with 
the power of the Collec'tor to contract with any person for collection of the 
improvement levy. 

Clause 16A. — This is in substitution of sub-clauses {3) to (5) of clause 19 
referred to above. 

Clause 16B. — This clause is new .and provides for refund of the im[)rovc- 
ment levy in those cases in which it is subsequently found to bo not payable. 

Clause 17. The referenc^e to costs has been omitted fro^i this olause 
as Uung unnecessary in view of the provisions of new clause 29A. 

Clause 18. -We have i-emoved certain restrictions from this clause so 
as to make it of more general application and more useful for the purposes 
of the inquiries contemplated. 

Clause 19A.- - We have re-numbered sub-clause (5) of clause 19 as a 
.separate clause 19 A as this provision is of a more general application. 

Clause 19B. — In sub-clause (/) we have provided that no person who • 
pays an impjovement levy under the Bill shall be liable to pay any rates, 
dues or charges to the Government under any other Act in return for any ♦ 
Ijenelit derived from such im})rovement work.* 

In sub-clause {2) we have made provision for those cases in which there 
are existing agreements under the Bengal Irrigation Act, 1876. 

Clause 20. — The changes are purely consequential. We have also 
corrected the reference to the Bengal Irrigation Act, 1876, from section , 
“70” to "74”. 
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Clause 21. — We have slightliy inoditied this clause in order to bring out 
the intention more clearly. 

Clauses 22 and 23. — The changes are of a })urely drafting character. 

• Clause 24. — In sub-clause {^), we have made it I'lear that the applica- 
tion of the clause is restricted tx) artiticial obstructions. 

We have omitted the reference to costs of the hearing as unnecessary. 

Sub-clause (4) has been revised by reducing the i)cnalties. 'Ihe other 
changes in this sub-clause arc merely verbal. 

\Ve have omitted sub-clause (5). 

Clause 26. — We have revised this ilausc so as to ])rcvent claims to I’om- 
ppnsation for damages caused by the revival of dead or decayed rivci-s. 

We have omitted sub-clause («), and lia\c provided that such castes of 
injury, damages or loss should be governed by clause ‘27. 

Clause 27.- — We have altei’ed .sub-clause (/), (»f lids clause and I'^j 
provided that persons suffering loss in the cirenmstanees mentioned shall 
not be entitled to any compensation umler any otlier law. but may apply 
to the Collector for such compensation as mat/ be granted under the, provi 
sions of the Bill.

— T think tin* principle nnderlying section d!l of the Hengal 'rcnancy Acl, 
1885, regarding selection of (lie crop for determining (be increased profit of any land, 
sliould be followed invari^ibly. T, therefore, idijecl to tin* proviso to (his clau>c and 
particularly to the umendineiit made theredo by the Sidcct (’oinmit tec. 

Clausa 8A. — Tt is doubtful if a biudloj*d will succeed in icalising n suhtiiii in 
every (?ase he makes a settlement of his lands with tenants, ilcncc, if the (’ollecloi* 
impulses a levy on such landlord on the assumption that a sahmu is <d>(aiiiable by him, 
the landlord will have to beai* it from bis own jnicket. I, therefore, slrongl\ oppose the 
imposition of a levy on estimated saloini and would, thercfoie, suggest lln* deletion of 
the new clause 8A inserted by flic Select (%)iiimittee. 

I protest against the insertion of the remarks in the report ri‘gardiiig the [iroposed 
80A. 1 think, fn making such a suggestion, we would clearly exceed our au'lhorlty.

Though I fully approve the main object of the Hill, rather weleoim* it, I cannot 
help thinking that there is room for difference of opinion i(*gaiding the details. 1 ilo 
not agree with all the provisions which are calculated to hririg in eoniplieations and 
to antagonise numerous sections of the jieople to such an extent as to crciiite great 
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oliHtarle t/o the projjor functioning of ilhe Bill paBRed into an Act. In the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons of the Bill it has Iweii mentioned that this Bill is mainly 
intended to avoid an im])endin^?: disaster caused by the inconsiderate protective 
luents, ‘the proj^eny of the desire of profit of the Railway and Steamer Companies. It 
is the first iHiunden duty of every (loveriiineiit to improve the sanitation, agriculture, 
industry and oilier sources of w'calth of the country finim the revenue of the country; * 
it is more so wd'th our Government as the decadence of the decadent areas in Bengal 
set in within the last 150 years. Smarting under an hnjust financial arrangement oui' 
province has got a penurious coffer. Considering all this the people, though they have 
long ago crossed ihe taxable limit, do not object to a levy for tihe purpose of the iinpiove- 
nicuit of the decadent arenas and so avoid a disaster. But why the levy should be made 
permanent and not temiKirary or only for that period Iby which the capital exjiendiilure 
together wuth a reasonable interest be realized, passes my comprehension. The fact 
'that erores of rupec^s that the Irrigation Department spent since its inception was mostly 
s])ent over the navigalde waterways of East Bengal, but wlieii the question of reviving 
the dead and dying rivers of Central and West Bengal becomes imperative a levy Ls to 
be imj>osed, cannot lint caus<? heartache; but if that levy be made permanent, ithe sense 
of justice of the people cainnot but be shocked. 

Clause 5A. — Tluue should be a clear proviso to the edause that the levy shall not 
c‘(mtinue longer than ithe period required for the realisation of the capital expenditure 
together with interest. 

Clause SB. — There arc* stj-ong rc‘inour.s of susjiicion that the niuin objecd of the 
Dc*vtdopineiit Bill is to realise the money, not very judiciously sjient, ovc*r the Damodar 
and Bakreswar (hinals by inijM»sing a lcv> on itlie barcMiif agriculturists. This edause 
empowering the* Government to impose a levy in respect of the said canals without 
a recommendation from the Bengal Lc*gislative Council is calculated to coiifirip, their 
susjiicion ancl to .stiike thcuii witli panic. This c^annoi be desiiallile. This edause should 
lie deleted. 

Clause 9AA (1) (a).~ T(ie princdple of Uie Bill as mentioned in the StaienicMii of 
Gbjeeis and Rccisons is to impose the levy on the Imsis of increased profits which was 
uncierstcod t^) be inerc*asccl recurring profits or increment in the annual yield. In ibis 
edause “i ncTcased capital profits” have been introduced. Tliosc? words are explained to 
mean inerenieni in ,sahnni or price or consideration, c.r., inc'reasecl value. The initrodin*^ 
tion (»f this new principle will, I fear, lc*ad to endless coinpUcaiiions and litigations. 
Tlierc* can be* little doubt tiat in the improved areas the capital profits of agneultunii 
lands in ilhe shape of suhimi or value wdll increase as well. If the c^apital predits for 
non-agrieultural lands be made leviable, what just ific^ation there will be for exemjding 
those for agricultural lands? Further, many pecqde w ill try to avoid the Ic^ivy by making 
false entries in the docuinents about the sulntni or the* c*onsideraiti()n or the edass of the 
land and tliat will cause a doiilde loss of Ht4nn]» rc*venue ancl levy rev4*nue. I think 
the ]H ineiple of levying the ineioased capital profits sliould not be introduced and this 
sub-cdaiise should be deleted.

1 think it is the primary duty of Government 
to provide for irrigation of the (lountry under its charge and not to tax the pco]>ie for 
the same, but in the present ciroum.stanees no improveauent is possilile without further 
taxation. I think Govenimont should not share any profit aeeruing from improvement 
of land but may recover the am.)unt of actual cost iiieiirnjd with interest on the capital 
invested. I have also got objections to some of tlie provisions of the Bill which 1 intend 
tosubmit when the Bill will come up to tiie Hou.se for discussion.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under ehiuso ( /) of neetion 0 of the Bengal Village Self-Government (Amendment) Act, 1935, 
which came into forces on the 4th July, 1935, the term of office of memberB of union hoards has • 
been extendcHl from three to four years. In a numljer of unions, however, elections have already 
been held and in a f(>w others appointments also made but the new boards could not be declared 
as duly (toristiluUd before the amending Act came into force; this has given rise to an anomalous 
position, viz., that the persons, who have been duly elected or appointed and whose election or 
appointment, therefore, remains valid even after the commencement of the amending 
Act, will have to wait for about a year Ixjlbre the new boards can be constituted. It is considered 
that the b<5st way of removing the anomaly will be to have such union boards, duly constituted 
as early as possible. This Bill accordingly seeks to provide that, in the case of these •union

— We have reduced the limits of “one thousand rupees” 
and “five hundred rupees” to “seven hundred and fifty” and “three 
hundred” respectively, as we consider the lower limits more desirable 
for the present. , 

While we recommend that the Bill, as reported on by us, be passed, 
we express the hope although we are assured that there is no such 
int«*ntion on the part of Government, that the extended pbwers now' 
provided in the Bill will not result in adversely affecting, or be used 
to the detriment of, the financial prospects of Munsifs in the service of 
Government.

Tn many villages of Bcmgal power has been bestowed ux)on the union benches and courts 
to try cases. 

If the union btuich orders in accordance with power which the union btuieh posw^ssc's to* 
imprison one guilty jx^rson for 7 days in caw^ of non -realisation of fines (which is extended up to 
Jls. 25), the {Kirson may pray for time with suitable securtty for paying ilp his fines. As then^ 
is no such room in the Village »Self-Goveniment Act, 1919, the Bench cannot let the accused go. 
So it is full of inconveniences for the parties. A new provision should bo added to the 
section 72 for the good of the parties. The power for letting the guilty person go 
with a suitable secairily should Ix^ bestowed u|X)n and added to the aforesaid clause of the 
Village Self-Ciovemment Act. , 

In many plaws of Bengal the zimiindars and the tenants-in-chief have rents from the ' 
ttuiauts and sub-tenants which in some places do not exceed more than Rs. 5. Sometimes 
it comes to a lower scale of l)elow one rupi^e per year. Where there arises a necessity of a le^al 
suit in the munsifs* court-s for aTTf?ars of 3 or 4 years, it dex^s not go more than Rs. 25, together 
with penalty. This process makes both the parties losers. So the parties like to have these 
suits filed in thc» union courts. But there is no provision in the Village Self-Government Act 
for this sort of rent suits of siuh amounts. So this Bill provides for the removal of 
unnecessary expcuises in the civil court for rent suits arising out of small amounts not paid 
for a fc*w years.

In Schedule VI of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, which provides for lictuise fees leviable 
by the ('or|K>ration, it was provided that licxmse fees to })aid by some pmfessional men should 
be Rs. 50 for those who pay income-tax and Rs. 20 for those who do not pay income-tax. 

At the time when the Act wiis passed income-tax was not payable •in income^ below 
Rs. 2,0(K). The Legislature obviously thought that the im]x>sition of a HcMmst^ foe of Rs. 50 
on tliose whose income was less than Rs. 2,000 would cause them great hardship. ‘ 

Siiux) tlum by temiK>rary Acts of the Indian Lt‘gislatiac. tho taxable income has been 
reduced, with the result that ixu-sons having an income of loss than two thousand rupees have 
automatically l)eeom© liable to pay double the license fees which they had paid l>eforo. 

This is fedt as a great burden by junior men in the profession and a buixlon which the Bengal 
Legislature never intended to impose on them. It would further seem to lie undesirable that 
the fee leviable by the Corporation under a Bengal Act should be subject to periodical va^- 
tions by tho Acts of legislature whose action would be dictated by considerations which have ^ 
no ndation to the qiu'stion of fees leviable by the Corporation. 

The amendments projiosc^d by this Bill seeks to give effect to the original intentions of the 
lcgislatuiX3 which have been defeated by adventitious circumstances.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to correct an error in section 6 of the Court-fees (Bengal Amendment) 
Act, 1935. It has been jiointed tmt that a plaint is registered as soon as it is received, irrfes- 
pijctive of the fact that it may be subseqiu'ntly rejected. JNo penalty is involved therefore 
in providing in section 0 that the plaint shall not registered if the reasonable sum referred 
to therein is not paid ; on the other hand the present provision introduces complication in the 
settled procedure as to registration. Tlu^ pn'sent requinment as to registration has no practical 
significance, and it is therefore proposed to delete it. A consequential amendment is made 
in section 8B. The changes proposed are practically purely verbal, the structure of the Act 
is not in any way affected.

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Report of the Select Committee on the Bengal Relief of Indebtedness 

Bill, 1935. 

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative^ 
Council to which the Bengal Relief of Indebtedness Bill, 1935, was* 
referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 28th 
August, 1936, have the honour to submit this our report with the Bill 
embodying amendments recommended by us annexed. All matter recom- 
mended to be omitted by the Select Committee has been printed in italics 
and enclosed in square brackets and all new matter recommended to be 
inserted has been underlined. . 

2. The Bill was published in English in an Extraordinary issue of 

the Calcutta Gazette of the 12th August, 1935. • 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our recom- 
mendations as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met for the first time in Calcutta on the 29th 
August, 1935, continued its sittings in Darjeeling on the 16th October, 
1935, and concluded them on the 28th October, 1935. 

6. The changes made in the Bill are as follows : — 

In the first paragraph of the Preamble we have considered it detirable 
to specify clearly that the Bill is intended to provide for the relief of 
indeotedness of agricultural debtors. 

Clause 1. — We have also for similar reasons changed the Short Title. 

Clause 2, sub-clause (1). — We have included in this definition dairy 
farming as we consider this to be a well-recognised branch of agriculture. 

Sub’Clause (2). — The alteration has been made in view of the insertion 
of clause 9 A regarding joint debts. 

Sub-clause (5)> — The alteration made here is consequential upon the 
new proviso to clause 4. 

Sub-clause (8). — We have considered it desirable to omit items (i) and 
(ii) as we do not see any special reason for excluding these debts from the 
definition. We have, however, excluded from definition of debt contingent 
liabilities and share of produce of land payable under the system known as 
adhi, barga or bhag. 

Item (iv) has been revised from a drafting point of view to make the 
intention clearer. 

Items (vi) and (vii) have been replaced by new item (va) at the sugges- 
tion of the Government of India to which we have agreed. 

Sub-clause (9). — We have recast the first portion of the definition of 
debtor to include a raiyat, under-raiyat or person who cultivates land by 
himself or by members of his own family or by hired labourers or by adhiaraS, 
bargadars or bhagdars. 

We have considered it desirable to include in this definition groups of 
persons who join in making an application under clause 9A (7). 

We have omitted the second portion of the existing sub-clause {9) in 
regard to the finality of the decision of the Board and have reproduced It^ 
as a new clause 19A as being more .suitable. 

Sub-clause (15). — The change made here is purely verbal. 

Sub-clause (16). — The additions to the expressions "raiyat" and “under- 
raiyat" are necessitated by the use of these expressions in the revised defini- 
tion of debtor in subdause (9) referred to above. 

'^'Clause 3(2). — ^The omission suggested here is purely consequential to 
thn obtiRiiinn nf clause 8. * 
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ClaiiS6 4, — -We have modified the proviso to clause 4 so as to ensure that 
when a Board is dissolved, and it is not possible for the Local Government 
ft)r any reason to appoint another Board, anv work in connection with work 
already undertaken by the defunct Botud, other than the making of the 
" award, may be carried out by the Collector. The award, however, shall 
made by an officer of judicial experience to l)e especially appointed in this 
behalf by the Local Government. 

Clause 7. — We have considered it desirable to provide that the Local 
Government and not the t'ommissioner should be the authority to invest 
Boards with special powers. The other change in this clause is purely 
con^quential. 

^ Clause 8. — We have considered it desirable to omit this provision as, 
in our opinion, if a Board is given power to withdraw applications from 
other Boards it may lead to undesirable romidications. We have, however, 
inserted a new_ clause 3!iA providing for the transfer of applications under 
clause 9 from one Board to another. We have also considered it desirable 
to give the Appellate Officer power to transfer applications if he considers 
it expedient to do so-- -vide new clause 34 A. 

Clauses. — We have recast sub-clau.se (7) in order to restrict applications 
being made to Boards established for the area in which a debtor ordinarily 
resicres. 

Sub-clause (2). — We have omitted this sub-clause as being inappropri- 
ate. We have, however, in.scrtcd tw'o new sub-clauses (6') and (7) in this 
clause providing for a further application being entertained by a Board 
for good and sufficient reasons. 

' In sub-clause (7) we have considered it desirable to make a specific 
provision to the elTect that a Board is not to entertain a further application 
under sub-clause (l) or sulhclnuse (5) in re.spect of a debt w'hich has been 
incurred by a debtor after the date of the first application. 

This important change will ensure that the Bill should be an emergency 
measure only. 

New clause 9A. — We have considered it desirable to include this new 
provision relating to settlement of debts by joint debtors. 

In’ sub-clause (S) power is given to the Board to entertain an application 
by a debtor if he is jointly liable in respect of any debt and if the other joint 
debtors refuse to join in his application. 

Clause 11. — We have revised this clause by including in it provisions 
for the furnishing of some more particulars in the statement of debt than 
were included in the original clause. 

Clause 12. — We have slightly modified sub-clause {2) to provide that 
notice of the Board’s order shall 'lie given to all persons whose names and 
addresses are given in the application. 

A new sub-clause (S) has been added providing that the applicant shall 
be examined on oath or affirmation and that the substance of such examina- 
tion shall be recorded in writing by the Board. We consider that such a 
memorandum will be found useful in case of a revision or appeal against 
the order or decision of the Board. 

Clause 13 We have recast the finst paragraph of sub-clause (f) to 

make the intention clearer. We have also altered the period during which 
the debtor and creditors shall submit a statement of debt under the sub- 
clause from two months to one month as wc* think the latter period adequate. 

In sub-clause (2) we have omitted the proviso and reproduced it as 
part of the new proviso to sub-clause (5). 
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Su^ciause (3). — We have considered it desirable to include provisions 
for variation or revision of an order of the Board by review or on appeal. 
We have added a further proviso to cover the case where a Board has ceased 
to exist. The order under sub-clause (2) or sub-clause {3) may be varied or 
reversed by the Appellate Officer on application. In this sub-clause we have * 
also provided for costs being allowed against the debtor if, and to such an 
extent as, the Board considers reasonaWe. ' 

Clause 14. — In sub-clause (3) we have included the successor in interest 
of a debtor and have considered it desirable to include in it a provision that 
documents not submitted previously may be admitted as evidence later if it 
is proved to the satisfaction of the Civil Court that there were 
sufficient reasons for their non-production before the Board in the first 
instance. 

Clause 17. — We have considered it desirable to omit the proviso to 
clause (b) in sub-clause (l). 

We have in.serted a general provision in clause 1(c) for the dismissal 
of applications when the Board is satisfied that the debtor is attempting to 
use the provisions of the Act with a view to defraud any creditor. 

* 

We have recast sub-clause (£) i>rovidi-ng for dismissal of an application 
in case of transfer of any property by any debtor within two years previous 
to the date of such application with a view to defraud any creditor. « 

Clause 18. — The changes made in sub-clause (1) are with a view to make 
the intention clearer. 

We have recast the proviso to provide that the decree of the Civil Court 
shall be conclusive evidence only as between the parties to the decree. 

In sub-clause (£) we have included a provision that the Board before 
passing an order will hear the ])arties and consider the evidence produced.' 

In sub-clause (5) we have omitted the proviso as being undesirable. 

The change in sub-clause (4) is merely verbal. 

Clause 19. — We have omitted from clause (?) («) the words “and may 
dismiss the application in respect of the remaining debts of the debtor” and 
from (7) (b) the words “and may dismiss the application in respect of the 
remaining debts” as being unnecessary. 

We have modified sub-clauses (/) (6) and (J) (c) in such a manner that 
the provisions are to apply only when creditors, to whom is owing not less 
than forty per cent, or sixty per ceMt. of the total secured and unsecured 
debts, have agreed. 

In the proviso to clause {1) (c) we have considered it desirable to add a 
provision that the terms arc fair terms in the opinion of the Board. 

Sub*clau$e (2). — We have omitted this sub-clause and reproduced it as 
new clause 21 A which bars the application of clauses 19, 20 an‘d 21 to debts 
due in respect of arrears of rent. 

We have added an Explanation to this clause as to the meaning of the 
expressions “secured debt” and “unsecured debt.” 

Clause 20. — The change in paragraph 2 is to make the intention clearer. 

Clause 21. — We have considered it desirable to revise clauses (1) (a) and 
(7) (i») giving power to the Board to reduce the debts of a debtor to such 
amount as may be paid within a period not exceeding twentv years and fixing 
the principle upon which each instalment is to be feed. In case the Board’ 
considers it undesirable or impracticable to reduce the debt as above the 
Board shall specify what portion of the immovable property of the debtor 
(including not more than one-third or less than one acre of his land to be 
left as provision towards his maintenance) shall be excluded from the sale 
and what of the remainder shall be sold for the payment of the debt. 
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We have considered it desirable to inclinle a new siib-clnuse {in) authoris- 
ing the Certificate-officer to sell the [tropertv of the debtor in the manner 
provided in the Bengal Public Demands Recovery .Vet, 1913. 

, Sub'Clause (2). In the provi.so we li.ni* considered it desirable to 
include properties which are declared bv a civil tnuirt or are discovered to 
belong to the insolvent debtor. The other alterations are verl>al. 

Clause 22. The changes in snb-clause.s and (.#) are consequential. 
We have omitted sub-clause (.i) as unnecessary. 

Clause 23. — We have inserted a new sub-clause {]) {nl) to provide for 
the inclusion of a list of the movable pro])erties of the debtor on which there 
is a mortgage, lien or charge. 

’ In sub-clause (l)(f/) we have included a proviso regarding the payment 
of the. amount according to the order specified in the proviso. 

New clause 23A. — Wv have considered it desirable to make a special 
provision regarding the inclusion of arrears of rent (included in an award) 
in a suit instituted by the landlord for the recovery of the arrears of rent 

accruing during the continuance of the award. 

* * 

We have also considered it desirable to give power to any I'reditor to 
whom any amount is due under the award to pay to the court arrears of 
rent to prevent the sale of the debtor’s land in eveculion of rent decrees. 

Clause 24. — The alteration in this clau.se is pui-ely consecpiential upon 
the inclusion of new clause 24A. 


Clause 24A. — We have considered if desirable to provide by this clause 
that the provisions of Chautei' XTV of the Bengal Tenancy Act. 1R85, shall 
apply to lands sold by a ('ertificale-ofricer under this Act. 

, Clause 25. — The (h aiu'e in sub-clause (7) is intended to provide for the 
case of joint-(‘re<litors. We have re(‘ast sub-elaus(* (I-*) in order to give 
power to the Certificate officer, in a case where h(‘ allows time to the debtor 
within which to pay anv .amount due under the award, to direct that a 
similar period of time shall be given to the <h‘htor after the time fixed in the 
award for payment of any other amount payable thereunder. 

Rub-clause (i-'u) repeats certain provisions of original subclau.se (:?) of

• In sulhclause {A we have omitted the <.j)ening reference to clause 21(5)

We have considered it desirable to add a prt.viso that in case the sale- 
ttroc’^ds are insufficient to meet the payment of the amounts payable under 
Sie award the Board may pa.ss an orrler declaring the debtor to be an 

insolvent. 


New clause 27 A.— Bv this clause we have given fin opportunity to the 
debtor to applyto the civil court to set aside an decree referred to

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Clause 28. — The alteration made in this clause is to make the intention . 
clearer. 

Clause 29. — We have recast the proviso in view of the proviso added to 
clause 26(4). The other changes in this clause are purely verbal.

Clause 30. — In subolause (it) we have considered it. desirable to alter 
the period of six months to three months. 

In subclause (ui) we have for similar reasons changed the “date of the 
signing of an award made” to “the date of an application under clause 9.” 

Clause 31. — The alterations are to make the intention clearer. 

Clause 32. — The alterations are purely verbal. 

Clause 33. — The alteration here is consequential upon the change ma(^e 
in suthclause (1) (a) of clause 34. 

Clause 34. — The change in sub-clause (!) (a) is to make the intention 
clearer. We have omitted sub-clause (I) (d) as being unnecessary. 

In the proviso we have altered “an officer” to “a person” in order to 
enable the Local Government to appoint any person it considers suitable. 
The other changes are of a consequential character. ’ . 

We have inserted a new sub-clause {la) to provide that an appeal shall 
lie if! made within thirty days. ‘ 

In sub-clause (5), the addition is intended to provide that the appellant 
shall be given an opportunity of being heard. 

A new sub-clause (7) has been added to prevent an appeal against a 
decision passed by the Board with the consent of the debtor and the creditor. 

Clause 34A. — See the remarks under clause 8. 

Clause 34AA. This new clause will give power to the Appellate Officer 
to give his opinion, advice or direction to a Board seeking the sftme. 

Clause 36. — The small emendation in this clause follows the change 
made in clauses 33 and 34. 

New clause 36 A. — We have considered it desirable to bar the applica- 
tion of the Indian Evidence Act and the Code of Civil Procedure to pro- 
ceedings before a Board. The procedure is to be laid down by rules to be 
made under the Act. 

Clause 37. — We have recast this clause by omitting the reference to 
persons who are proclaimed touts as being unnecessary in view of the pro- 
vision that the Board’s permission is required before any agent can appear. 

We have added a proviso authorising a son or husband of a party to 
appear before a Board even if he is a legal practitioner. 

Clause 44. — We have considered it desirable to alter this clause to pro-, 
vide that an award shall be assignable in the manner prescribed by rules 
under this Act and not as a decree of a civil court. 

Clause 45. — The alterations in sub-clauses 1(a) (6) and {2) are with 
the desire to guard against abuse and to make the intention clearer. 

We have reduced the maximum penalty under this clause from seven 
years to three years. 

Clause 46. — In sub-clause (c) we have included the Appellate Officer in 
order to enable his allowance to be fixed by rules. The other alterations in 
this clause are purely consequential, except that by the insertion of a new 
sub-clause {S), the power of making rules is subject to the condition that the 
rules are to made after previous publication. 

We recommend that the Bill, as reported on by us, be passed. 
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The official nietabera of the Committee desire to make it clear that as 
the changes made in clauses 9, 14(5), 23A (b), 24A and 36 A require the 
previous sanction of the Governor General, thev are unable to accept 
responsibility for them in the absence of such sanction.

Minute of dissent by Mr. Narendra Kumar Basu, M.L.C. 

I dissent from several of the provisions of the Bill as settled by the Committee. 

When at the start of the proeeediiiffs, I asked the Hon’ble Member-in-charge if 
he (3ould give ns time or when the Bill eanie before the Council an idea as to the 
policy of Government in carrying out the measure, whether they were willing to finfi 
some money for the purposes of the Bill the Ilon’hle Member declared that Govern- 
ment would not advance any money and was not prepared to give any financial help. 
That in my judgment is enough for the Council to Ihrow the Bill out altogether. To 
provide for compulsion and not to provide any funds would in my opinion be tant- 
amount to wrecking the whole system of agrarian and rural credit and to head straight 
for an economic revolution. 

The official viewpoint was stated to be that creditors might be compeflled but 
debtors not. If the debtor does not think it advantageous to come in for a settlement 
of the debts, he must not be compelled. 

It is from this point of view that the provisions of clauses 9 (5) and lo (3) have 
been framed. 

I shall only mention here that the principal provisions to which I object are — 

(/) Clauses 3 (2) and 34 — regarding the qualifications of the Cliairmen of Boards 

having the compulsory powers and of the Appellate officers. 

(2) Clause 13 (3) and if that is retained the inadvisability and inconsistency of 

retaining clause 9 (3), 

(3) The retention of clause 20 and more specially the last sentence thereof post- 

poning execution of a decree for ten years even vdiere there is no award, * 

(4) Clause 37 prohibiting the employment of lawyers before Boards which would 

exercise such wide powers as arc contemplated. 

I may mention that the opposition to my proposal for fixing the court-fees for 
applications by debtors under clause 9 at a nominal figure throws the intentions of 
the Government and its supporters into strong and lurid relief. One wonders if 
leaving everything to the executive even in fiscal matters would be tolerated in any 
other atmosphere. T am sorry that for personal reasons I am unable to make this 
note as full as I had intended but T reserve liberty to move amendments to the clauses 
not mentioned herein, in Council. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. S. M. Bosep M.L.C. 


In this note of dissent I shall only deal with certain general questions of prinfciple, 
matters of detail being left to be dealt with by amendments at the proper time. 

2. Clause 3(2). — In the case of Boards exercising powers under clause 7, it is 
very necessary that the Chairman, at any rate, should be an experience^! judiciaUofficer 
of at least ten years’ standing. The Board may have to deal with difficult questions 
of civil law. and the Chair should have a thorough knowledge of such law. UndeP 
the Central Provinces Debt Conciliation Act, as appears from a report in the Statesman 
(Dak Edition, dated 24th October last) a Conciliation Board has been established at 
Rohagjiur under the Chairmanship of a Sub-Judge. It is to be remembered that under, 
the Central Provinces Act, debt conciliation is on an entirely voluntary basis, and 
even then, a judicial officer has been appointed Chairman. The argument that there 
are not enough judicial officers for the puipose is unsound, as the work of the civU 
courts will be very greatly diminished when this Act comes into operation. It is also 
possible as in the Central Provinces, for the Government to establish two Boards with 
a common Chairman. In any event, the ciualifications of the Chairman should he 
laid down in the Act itself, and not left to he regulated by rules. Further, the services 
of retired judicial officers may be availed of. 

3. GlftUSS 13(3)i — This clause says that if on the application of a creditor, notice 
is issued on n debtor calling upon him-io -submit-a etatenient of his debts within one 
month, and if he fails to do so, the creditor’s application is to be dismissed. This is 
against all principles of justice and equity, the clause should 1^ deleted. Dnder 
t'lause 9, either the debtor or the creditor may apply to the Board for debt-conciliation.

Minute of dissent by Babu Khetter Mohan Ray, M.L.C. 

I still adher.* to my view that the rent bliould not he included within, the purview 
of thifi/Bill. Rent is payjihle liy instalments and generally rents are not sued for till 
*the arrears are ahoui to he barred, i.e., on the eve of expiry of the 4th yoar, thus the 
tenants have suffiideni opportunities to pay h\ instalment. If further instalments 
ere allowed for payment of arrears of rent.s and rent decrees, it, will lie very difficult 
for the landlords to pay revenue and rentn to the superior landlords, 

2. Joint-Btoek Ranks should not he imluded in the Rill. These Ranks are 
public Banks registered under the Company's Ad. Several crores of rupees^ have 
fceep investee) in these Bunks by the public h\ way of share capital and d^osits, 
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If these Banks are included, it will hit hard the genaral credit and trade and com- 
merce of the country. Most of these Banks are financing trade and industry as well 
as agriculture, • 

3. In the Bill itself no provision has been made as to personnel of the Board. 
These Boards will be called upon to decide important questions of facts and sometimes • 
of law. Village people such as we generally find in the Union Boards should not be 
appointed members of the Boards. From our expe^iencie of the Union Boards, we 
are of opinion that the constitution of the Boards should avoid this class of persons 
who are very often amenable to the influence of village factions and other undesirable 
influences. These Boards should b? presided over by persons havirfg judicial ex- 
perience, who should be paid by fees, if non -official. The Board should sit at the 
headquarters of a subdivision. Lawyers should be allowed to appear. 1 do not see 
any reason for excluding lawyers from the Board. Appearance of lawyers will ^heck 
many irregularities, illegalities and even corrupt practices. 

4. There are stringent provisions in various forms to compel tlie creditors io 
appear b.^fore the Board on the application of the debtor and after his appearance, ilP 
ho refused to accept terms offered by the debtor which in the opinion of the Board 
are fair, hai’sh and inequitable provisions are made in the Bill for punishing the 
creditor for his refusal. But there is no provision to compel the debtor to appear 
before the Board on the application of the creditor and have the del\t settled. This 
is one-sided arrangement. I am of opinion that similar provisions should be made 
to compel the debtor to anpear before the Board. The question of losing revenue on 
ac(!Ount of court-fees should not enter into consideration in providing compulsory 
measures for appearance of the debtor on ihe application of the creditor. For, the 
effect of the passing of the present Bill will have the effecit of decreasing revenue on 
<‘ourt-fees. 

To my mind, legislation should proceed on the voluntary basis as in the Central 
Provinces. In order to make the debt conciliation successful without injuring rural 
credit, compulsory provisions should be omitted. 

The Appellate Officer should in all cases be the District Judges or his Subordinate 
Officers to whom he may delegate his powers. Executive officers should not be appointed 
A])pellato Officer. 

Clause 20i — Provision for granting certificate should be omitted. At least in 
cases decided under clause 19 (1) (a) clause 20 should not be made applicable. 

When the debt can be settled at any amount, it is not necessary to retain provf- 
siouB for insolvency. These provisions do not exist in siinilar Acts, passed in other 
provinces. I am of opinion, clauses 21 and 22 sliould b,e deleted. Other objections 
will be preferred by way of amendments to the Bill. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. Saileswar Singh Royi M.L.C. 

T beg to submit the following note of dissent on the report of the Select Committee 
on the Bengal Relief of Indebtedness Bill, 1936: — 

1 . Clause 3(2). — In the case of Boards exercising powers under clause 7, the 

Chairman should be an officei* of judicial experience of not lefis than 10 years, and not 
below the rank of a senior Munsif. The Chairman’s qualifications should be provided 
in the Act itself, and not left to rales. , 

2. Clause 13(3). — This clause should be deleted. Under clauvsc 9, either the 
debtor, or the creditor may apply under this Act to the Board. If the debtor applies 
and the creditor fails to comply with the notice to supply a statement of debt, then the 
amount stated in the debtor’s application is to be deemed correct, and no debt excluded 
from the creditor’s statement is to be payable. But in the case of the creditor’s appli- 
cation, it is to be dismissed if the debtor defauKs. This is against all principles of ' 
equity. In such a case, the amount stated in the creditor’s application should be 
taken to be correct, on the lines of clause 13(2). 

Either the creditor should not be allowed to apply at all, or if he is so allowed, the 
same rule should prevail as in the case of the debtor’s application. 

3. The provisions of (dause 14(J) and clause 31(6) seem to be rather contradictory^ 
Clause 31 should be re-drafted in the light of clause 14(5) to remove any futther con- 
troversy on the point. 

4. Clause 20 should be entirely omitted or radically altered. This clause 
negatives the principle underlying clause 19, namely, where a large proportion of the 
creditors agree (40 p?r cent, or €0 per cent., as llie case may be), and the offer to ibe* 
Ihmrd seems fair, then the composition may be^ put through, and gentle compulsion 
may be applied to the other creditors. It is understood that it is not the intention of 
Government to enforce absolute compulsion but clause 20 is in effect intended to compel 
the creditors to accept whatever terms are eon|idered fair bv the Board, for otherwise 
their claims cannot be enforced for many years (the period of postponement may extent 
up to 20 years). If the policy of Government is to enforce out and out compulsion, 
clause. 19 is meaningless. In any event, the provision at the end of clause 20 that even 
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if there be no award, the creditor is to be postponed for u period up to ton years is 
inWTUitable anji 18 opposen to all prioriples ot law. This is ilu* most objoctioiiable clause 
in the whole Bill. 

5. Clause 34(1)— The Appellate Officer.— U IS .jnnliHcitions should bo prescribed 

• in the Bill. It is very ueoessary that he slmuld ho one with ronsidoruble judicial 
experience and not below ilio rank of a Siibordinalt* Juduo cithcu* in service or retired. 

6. ClaUSO 37e riiere is no’ipuson why lo^al ]U‘aetitiouors should not allowed 
to apjiear at any rate before the Appellate Ofheor. lidricate (|uostions iittVcting the 
riffhts of parties have to he settled hy such trihunal^, and lawyers will ho of considerablo 
help to them. The bar should therefore he reiiievod.

1 allowed to appear before the Boanl liavinLT powers under clause 7 of 
the Bill and also before the Appellate Officer.

The provision to make the sureties jointly liable lo ilit* fullest amount of debt 
f^though the share of debt of a debtor is reduced is unjust because it may he in many 
cases the sureties out of a disinterested motive and merely to help a dehtor lent his 
name to the joint debt. Tn such a case it would he too liarsh to penalise u surety, 
lienee to clayse DA (/) a further snh-clanse (c) should be added tor tin* prote(!tion 
of such sureties as mentioned above. Moreover, if tlie sliare of debt of an a^nieulturist 
is reduced, the others should not be saddled with nioi(‘ than tlndr sharia Clause 
2 (S) (h) (b) is ambiguous. It is not clear what sort of arr(‘ars ol lent is meant. I< 
should be cleared up by an amendment. 

Clause 17 (2) (h) is unnecessarily har.sh on tJie dcbtoi because there may be such 
cases where the debtor not knowing that the Bengal Agricudtural Debtors Act is 
rx)ming to existence may have made u transfer of the property for Helf-])rot(?ction. 
Such cases should be provided for. 

In clause 19A there should he provision that the* decision of the Board shall he 
final. 

The exclusion of three hif/h^s of land for tlie maintenance of an insolvent debtor 
should be in addition to his homestead.

So far as tho object of tlie Bill is conccriicil i( is liimlahle. \\ « upjirociato tho 
motive which has iusi’jirerl the Govcniincnt to indodiicc (he Bill and (o take up this 
vital question of the province. Wc cannot hul he (Imnkfiil lo (he uutliorilics for re- 
cognising the necessity of tackling this proldem oi Rural Indebtedness. 

■ But the methods lhat have been adopted arc likely lo he of doubtful utility. The 
Uon’ble Member has cited *ho case of Hhsuvnugore State. Amongst other measures 
adopted to relieve the debt-oppressed lJudii tagricnlturist), (he Bhawnagore Durbar 
sanctioned a debt redemption sclieine depending for its applic ation on (lie voluntary 
>o-operation of the so^rcarx (money-lenders) and the iiidelited Lhitlii. But the Durbar 
was not satisfied by merely passing’ a new law, hut as a measure ol practical relief, the 
Durbar had sanctioned some money to pay off the debts. I he nominal outstanding 
aiyrcars shown as owing hy khedys in .sowcui hooks amounted lo Jls. 8(),38,000, and the 
same have been compounded and compromised uTid(*r tin* scln’me hy the Durl^ar, pay- 
ing on behalf of the indebted khrdui^ Ks. 20,59, (KW). IDiis is the practical way of solving 
this great problem of 7 >roblcms. Tf the Government want to give the full bemefil of 
the Bill to the indebted agriculturists they must provide a loan from the Government 
of India at the usual interest of 3 per cent, and then they can lend the money to the 
agidculturists by way of settling theii* debts, at a high(*r rate of interest. If the loan 
^rom the Government of India canpot be secured, the next course would be to organise 
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rural banks in each subdivision which can advance money on the security of the landed 
property. But mere passing of the Bill will not achieve the object fully and success* 
fully. 

It is further admitted that the Chandpur Boards had success. But there is much^ 
difference between the method adopted at Chandpur. and the ope provided in the Bill. 
Three types of Boards are proposed to be set up under this Bill'. But only the first 
type resembles the Boards as set up at Chandpur sfubdivision whose duty had been 
to amicably settle debts on the lines of the Central Trovinces and the Punjab Boards. 
The power of compulsion piven to the other Boards is admittedly wider than what 
was recommended by the Board of Enquiry. Secondly, the Chandpur Board has 
selected a few cases, whereas the Bill would apply to all without exception. So these 
factors should be considered seriously before w'e launch the Bill. ^ 

I would like to make a few observations with ref'ard to some of the clauses. 

Rent should not be included within the purview of the Bill. Ever since t^je 
permanent settlement and the passing of the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1885, rent has 
been enjoying a special form of sanctity, and the civil courts are not empowered to 
allow instalments m decree for arrears of rent. The inclusion of arrears of rent i-an 
only be considered as a measure of temporary emergency and not as a permanent one. 

In the Central Provinces and the Punjab Acts arreai-s of land revenue are excluded. 

If the analogy of the Central Provinces and the 1‘unjab Acts are strictly followed in 
all their implications, the claim for arrears of rent to be excluded from the category 
of debt becomes irresistible. • 

In the award some provision should be made for the payment of current rent. 
From the standpoint of debtor this should be done. If no provision be made, naturally 
the debtor will make default and his holding is liable to be sold and the object* of the 
Bill will be frustrated. 

Ai certificate as to the satisfaction of the arrears of rent due by a debtor should 
be a condition precedent to the granting of an award at the instance of the debtor or 
creditor as recommended by the Enquiry Committee. 

Under clause 13, if any creditor fails to comply with a notice under sub-clause (/), 
the Board will declare that “the amount of any debt due to him from a creditor on the 
date of such order shall, for the purposes of this Act, be deemed to be the amount 
stated in the statement of debt submitted by the debtor, and that no debt of which tjie 
< reditor has failed to submit a statement, other than a debt which the debtor has included 
in his statement of debt, shall be payable 

“and such order shall not be questioned in any civil court or in any manner.” 

“If any debtor fails to comply with a notice under sub-section (i), the Board shall 
dismiss the application.” 

There should not be an invidious distinction between a debtor and a creditor. 

Clause 2(S)(III) brings rent accruing after the filing of the application till the 
date of determination within the definition of debt. This will directly interfere with 
the collection of rent, as the time between the application and the date of determination 
will necessarily be a long one and the debtor will naturally withhold payment of such 
rent on the ground that it will form part of the award. Ho some provision should be 
made to realise rent which has not been mentioned in the application during the 
pendency of the application. 

In clause 2(S){III) after the word “when” the following words be added, namely, 
“An application is made under section 9 or 9A” and the words “A Board determines 
the amount of debts under section 18” be deleted. 

In clause 9(^) in the last line the words “Sub-section (2) of” b.e (dieted. 

In clause 13(J) substitute the word “Shall” for the word “May.” 

In clause 18, the following proviso be added after sub-clause (4): — 

“Provided that if a debtor does not pursue the ajiplication after such determination, 
the Board shall, upon the application by a creditor, make an award for the entire 
amount so determined or else such determination of debts will cease to subsist and the 
parties will be relegated to the original position.” 

At the end of clause 20 the word “Two years” be substituted for “Ten years.” 

At the end of clause 22 the following explanation be added: — 

“The words ‘unsecured debt’ in this clause have the same meaning as in the explana- ‘ 
tion under clause 19.” 

CIMS6 28a — ^At the beginning of the clause add the following words: — 

“Except as provided for in section 23A." 

At the end of the clause 31(6) add the following : — 

“Unless it is proved to the satisfaction of the civil court that there were sufficient . 
reasons for non-production of the documents before the Board.”

I S6ip.d my note of dissent on soint* oi the provisions of the Bill U8 settled by the 
Select Committee. I reserve the rij^ht to deal with the other provisions at proper 
• time. 


Public opinion Us we find in the eireiilated papers is strongly against the various 
provisions of the Bill* Before Introducing a measure comprising so many important 
changes in tha existing (dvil law, it would ha\e heen proper if the opinion of the 
Hon’ble High,Court, the highest Judiciary in the land, us well as of the District Judi- 
cial Officers, had been ascertained. This should ht‘ done oven at tliis stage and before 
the Bill is put on the J/egislaiive anvil. 

The Government would have done better if it liad examined the recommendations 
of the Central Banking Enquiry Committee regarding debt conciliation and ascertain- 
ed how far the Government are in a position to act in ac'cordance with these recommen- 
dations. I would quote a few observations made hy the said Committee in this con- 
nection : — '‘The general experience recorded in all these provinces has been that any 
scheme of debt conciliation could not succeed until adeifuate organisation for earrying 
out debt clearance has been built up, ami unless some agency like the Government or 
the co-operative credit societies or land mortgage banks where they exist is forthcoming 
to make cash advance to the debtois, in ordei to eiiuhle them to pay the compouiul 
debt, at least in part, to the creditor. The (hmtral l*rovinces (kunmiitee are satisfie<l 
that many creditors would readily agree to aeeepi in lull satisfaction of their dues 
consideilibly less sums if paid down in cash. They also express the hom‘ that the Dis- 
trict Development Boards and those assisting iji tlic campaign of rural reconst met i<m 
would l)e able to help in evolving a sclaune of debt n demption. 'I'he Punjab Committee 
report fbat their evidence leads them to believe that in many cases the money-lender 
is finding recovery increasingly difficult and is more dis|K)scd than ever before to com- 
pound his claims. Tt is thought, they say, that ho would agree to substantial reductions 
if he were given an assurance that the amount finally settled would Ik? rej>aid by a 
fixed date without further etTort on his part; and it is suggested that the best way of 
giving him this assurance would lx* to allow him to transfer his debt, or such part 
of it as could not be paid at <)nc(‘, t(» the c(M)perati\e soviet v jih a dejiosit which would 
he repayable pari paicsit with the instalment fixed toi the d(*btor, subject to a maximum 
jieriod of, say, ten years.” (Paragraph 90 of the Bopnrt.) It is the duty f>f the* 
government to give effect as far as ]'ossilde to the rec ommendations of the Committee 
set up by the Government for the nurposc*. So far as we have 1 m*(*p abb* to ascertain 
from the Hon’ble MomlK*r in charge of the Bill, the Govtunmeni of Bengal are not pre- 
pared to shoulder any financial r(*sp()nsihility for the successful working of the jnoposed 
Act. This makes me very diffident as to tlie stirec'ss of debt coneiliat ion measures in 
Bengal. 

The Government of Bengal in asking the creditors to make sacrifice in order to 
give relief to the debtors are themselves keeping aloof and refuse to find out money 
for the pur}> 08 e. This is simply to rob Peter to pav Paul. I am sorry to have to 
observe that this attitude of the Government will kill tlie rural credit of Bengal. 

Clai|80 If sub-clause (3). — The Bill being an emergency measure, the duration cf 
its application sliould be restricted accordingly. It shoiibl be provided that the Act 
shall remain in force in a notified area for a limited period only.

Clause 19. — This clause provides for the settlement ol debts eitlier amicably oi' 
otherwise. So far as the settlement is amicable or agreed there is nothing to object to. 
Jlut this clause contemplates (‘ompulsion inasmuch as tlie non-agreeing creditors can 
bo made bound by the terms offered by the d6'l)tor under certain conditions. The com- 
pulsion introduced under sub-clauses (h) and (c) of this (dause should be made milder 
by providing the percentage referred to in clause (/>) to be at least fifty per cent. anS in 
clause (c) seventy-five per cent, instead of forty j)er cent, and sixty per cent, 
jespectiveiy.

Cjause 20, — ^’riie grant of certificate under this clause is intended to penalise tlie 
recalcitrant creditor. It negatives the principle of the inihhu* form of compulsion pro- 
vided under clause 19(7) (h) and (r) inasmuch as it gives the Hoard most arbitrary 
powers by wliicdi an qifer may be imposed upon the creditor at its discretion without 
any reference to the views of Ihe creditor and if he does not at.cept that offer his claim 
is postponed up to ten years. It means that under the threat of the infliction of clause 
20 the creditor will be made to agree 1o tlie terms offered by the debtor or by 
the Board, as tJie case may be. 3'hi.s is out and oul comjiulsion without 
any restriction and is a most objectionabb* clause in the whole Bill and with this re- 
tained, the colour of conciliation is gone. 

It should bo deleted. 

Clauso 21. — Not only the dwelling house of the insolvent deblor will be exempted 
from sale but immovable proptu ly to tlie extent of not imue tbnu oue-tbird or less than 
one acre of land shall be exempted for his maintenance. 

Provision of this nature is not justifia])le. There is no such provisfou under th^* 
ordinary law of insolvency. Its ineJusion will only defejit tlie object of insolvency 
procedure and with this safeguard the debtor will readily welcome insolvency. 

Even if this is to be retained, it sliould not be more than one-tliird which in no 
case would exceed one acre of land. 

Clauso 27. — Joint stock banks and (‘o-oyieralive credit societies should be placed 
exactly on the same footing, as both lend out money received from the depositors. 

Clause 34 (1). — The qualification of Appellate Officer sliould be laid down in the 
Act itself. It is necessary that he should be au experienced judicial officer not below 
the rank of a Subordinate Judge. 

Clause 37. — The legal practitionei s will be debarred liom appearing before the 
Board and the Appellate Otiicers. Intricate questions affecting tlie rights of various 
parties will have to be considered by the Jhiard and the Appellate Officers and* the 
lawyers ^yill be of great assistaiu'e to them. Without the help of the lawyers, the 
parties will not be properly represented and tlu‘ door will ho wide open to village 
touts.

Clause 46 The Bill leaves many things with the Local Government under the 

rule-making clause. The functions of the Legislature should not he usurped in this* 
way. This is undoubtedly very drastics as placing the riglits of the (leditors and 
debtors at the* discretion of a few^ executive officers of the J^ocal Government.

I do not agree with all the provisions contained in clause 9A particularly 
the proviso. An agricultural debtor is being granted relict all light but the person, 
*a non-agriculturivst, who by standing surety lor liiin helped him to get a loan and tide 
over his difficulty, i^ being left to shift tor himself. The creditin’ will proceed 
against him and realize all his dues from him but be (the surety) will never be able 
to reimhurse himself for what he will have to pay on account of the prinidpal debtor. 
The curious and unfortunate result will be that tlie man who befriended the agricul- 
tural debtor when he was in dire need of money will be penalised. This is, to sa\ 
the least, most unfair. The Bill designed to help the agricultural debtor, not to 
Tiunisti his friends in need. 1 am strongly of opinion that the relief which is being 
granted to the debtor should be extended to bis surety also. 

The other points on which 1 diifer from the recommendations of the Select 
C^immittee I will bring up in the (\)uncil in the shape of amendments.

Minute of dissent by Babu Hem Chandra Roy Choudhuri, M.L.Ch on the Bengal Relief 

of Indebtedness Bill, 1936. 


8ub-0lause (1) (a) of olause 9A. — As the ancestral assets only, not the personal 
properties of the heirs are liable for the debt, there is no cogent reason for extending 
relief under the provisions of the Bill to the heirs of the ancestors who were not 
debtors as defineif in the Bill, simply because one .of them happens to be an agrmul- 
turist. To grant any relief to somebody who is not a debtor within the meaning oi 
this Bill is against the principle of the Bill. I therefore cannot subscribe to this 
provision of the Bill. 

Clautt 26 (1) (a). — The word “or” should be substituted by “and” for ^iayment of 
the amounts is not alternative. One will follow the other in order of priority. 


Proviso of olause 26 (2) (b)« — The meaning ot the proviso is not clear. 
in favour of giving priority to any instalment of an unsecured creditor when oale 
proceeds are insufficient to meet the whole dues of all of them. They should rank 
equally among themselves for purposes of payment. 

Clauso 29i — The Board is authorised under the clause to stay a suit or other 
i)roceeding pending before a Oivil or Revenue Court ^ and it has also provided 

that the suit or proceeding shall abate so far as ils claim is covered by the decision of 
the Board. But there is no clause in the Bill entitling the deserving creditor to the 
costs of the suit or proceeding and prescribing the procedure to be followed for its 
realisation. Before a decree is passed for the costs, it will not be a debt, and in that ^ 
case it will be outside the jurisdiction of the Board : even if it be a debt, the amount, 
incurred after the date of the application under clause 9, will not be taken cognisance 
of by the Board. The Civil or Revenue Court cannot give a decree for cypsts as the ^ 
suit or proceeding will abate. I would, therefore, suggest to empower the Board (o 
take the amount of cost into consideration in giving the award. 


Clause 34. — I do not want to have two sets of appellate officers with two sets of 
qualifications. All appellate officers must have qualification of civil judicial experience. 

Sub-clause (6) refers to revision, but there is no provision in the Bill for applying 
for revision. 

Clause 36. — Provision for review of the decision or order of the appellate officer 
should also he made. 


Clause 37. — One should not be debarred from appearing before a Board simply 
because he happens to he a legal practitioner. It may so happen that a brother may 
be in charge of the money-lending business of his widow-sister or of some brother 
serving at a distant place or that a father or a cousin brother may be guardian of his 
minor son or brother as the case may be for the management of the properties of the 
minor and if they are not allowed to appear before the Board simply because they 
are legal practitioners, interest of the widow or the minor may suffer. It should, 
iherefore, he provided that for good and sufficient reason legal practitioners may be ^ 
permitted by the Board to represent a party before it.

Besides 
jnti^uCmg a few important changes in regard to franchise qualifications and ihe term 
of the body oi the appointed (oiiimisHioners of newly created municipalities^ aud 
providing for* a right of appeal with respect to the preparation of the electoral roll, 
pro'^Bion has been made for allowing certain concession in regard to the payment 
of the conservancy rate to mills and factories. etc.» contributing towards the cost of 
a sewerage schenie. Practical experience having shown that the provisions of section 
466 are unworkable without a provision for the licensing of dogs, it is proposed to 
permit municipalities to levy a tax on dogs at their discretion, lo prescribe the (‘oni- 
^lulsory wearing of tokens by licensed dogs and lo destroy, subject to appropriate 
safeguards, dogs not wearing tokens.

Before the raaotment of tlie Bengal Motor Vehicles Tax Act, 1932, a tax had to l<e paid 
po the Corpofation on all carriages (which included iiiot<>r vehicles ordinarily used for the 
oonveysnee of human l»eing8) specified in Schedule VIII to the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923 ; 
and under section 20(7)(a) of the Act every owner or |)erHon in charge of any carriagi^ liable 
to the tax under Chapter XI, who had paid directly to the (*oiporation a sum not less than 
twelye rupees as such tax during and in respect of the year (or any portion of the year) last 
preceding the year in which the election is held, w'as qualified as an elector of a general consti- 
tuency. This franchise has been taken away by the lk*nga] Motor Vehicle's I’ax Act, 1032, 
under which motor vehicles are no longer liable to the tax under the C^alcutta Municipal Act, 
1923. It is proposed to amend section 20 of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, so as to restore 
this franchise, with effect from the general election to be held in the year 1936.

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Report of the Select Committee on the Bengal Court of Wards (Amendment) 

Bill, 1935. 

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Ben^l Legislative 
Council to which the Bengal Court of Wards (Amendment) Bill, 1935, was 
referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 26th 
November, 1935, have the honoui- to submit this our report with the Bill 
embodying amendmenits recommended by us annexed. All matter recom- 
mended to be omitted by the Select Committee has been printed in itaticsi 
and enclosed in square brackets and all new matter rec ommended to be insert 
ed has been underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in. English in an Extraordinary issue of 
the Calcvtta Gazette of the 22nd August, 1935. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by onr recom- 
mendations as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met for the first time on the 28th Novembei;, 1935,’ 
and concluded its sittings on the 30th idem. 

5. The changes made in the Bill are as follows : — 

Clauses 2 and 18. — The alterations made in proposed section 9A, in 
clause 2, and in clause 18 are consequential upon the insertion of proposed 
clauae 3 in section 23. 

Clause 3(1) (a) . — We have I’e-drafted the proposed proviso to section 
lOA, inserted by clause 3(/) {a) of the Bill so that notice of pending suits 
or proceedings in respect of claims shall l)e given within six months and 
notice of decision of civil courts in res}iect of such claims shall be given 
within three months after the final disposal of such suit or proceedings.. 
We (consider this change desirable as it will all the more help the Court 
of Wards to frame schemes with greater precision. 

Clause 3(b) (ii) . — The changes made in this clause ai’e consequential 
upon the changes made in clause 3(7) {a). 

Clause 5. — The alteration made in proposed section IOC is intended to 
make the intention clearer, viz., that the benefit under this section will he 
enjoyed only .so long as the projierty is in charge of the Court of Wards. 
We have al.so substituted the words “four years” and “seven years” for the 
words “five years” and “ten years” res])ectivcly, as we consider the ftirmer 
periods to be moT'e leasonable. 

Proposed section lOCC .supplies an omission by bringing the law relating 
to the limitation of suits against a ward into line with the proposed new law 
relating to limitation in regard to the execution of a decree or order. This 
will save persons from unnecessarily instituting suits against wards as they 
will not be able to execute the dec-rees so obtained during the period mentioned 
in proposed section IOC. 

Clause 8. — The necessity for the proviso inserted by us in proposed ’ 
section 11 is due to the fact that the incidence of proprietorship in a Mitak- 
shra family is entirely different from that of other proprietors. 

Clause 11. — We think it desirable that the educational expenses of the , 
wards themselves should be included in class I of section 48. The changes 
made in clause 11 are with a view to give effect to this. 

Clause 12. — We also consider it desirable that payment of rent and cess 
should have priority over “other Government dues” referred to in item (5) of 
proposed clause 2 of section 23 in the Bill as introduced. We have, therefore, 
transposed item No. (6) which deals with the former as item No. (5) in the* 
said proposed clause. 
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Proposed clause 3 of section 23. — In view of the restrictions imposed 
*on creditors by section lUC, as proposed to be amended by the Bill, we think 
^ ^ it only fair that the (Vmrt of Wards, instead of releasing an insolvent estate 
to a proprietor, shonld l)e given discretionary powers to vest such estates with 
trustees, who will, in the administration of estates so vested. l)e under the 
control of civil courts. Tile trustees will rect.*ive their directions as to the 
disposal of the estates from such civil court of the district as may bo 
prescribed *by rules. 

CInuse 14. — In class T1 of proposed .stnlion 4H we have provide<l that 
debts secured by mortgage on immovable property shall have |vriority over 
debts w'hich have l)een I’cduced under sidKsei’t ion (t^) of section 1011. We 
. consider this reasonable. 

In class III the words omitted in the last portion are comsequential upon 
the changes made in clause 11. 

The change proposed in cl.iss IV in item .\o. (4 is purely verlml. 

Clause 16.— Under section :l(/7) of the llcngal (Icueral (’laust's Act, IHIH) 
(Ben. Act 1 of 1899), “a thing is deemed to be done in g(H)d faith where it is 
done lionestly, whether it is done negligently or not.’* We do not think it 
desirable that this definition of good faith should apply in the case of the 
Court of Wards Act, 1879. 

For instam^e, we do not considei’ it right or j>roper that wilful negligeme 
on the part of officers of the Court of Wards in the di.sebarge of their duties 
under ^e Court of Wards .Vet, 1879. should be tolerated as the claiist* in the 
Bill as introduced seems to do. 

The changes made in the clause are with a view tf> give effect to this 
opinion. 

We recommend that the Hill, as reinirted on by us, 1 k‘ pns.sed.

I strongly object clause d of the Bill which has been introduced by the Select 
(Jommittee and was not in the Bill as originally drafted. By this clause it is provided 
(hat the (hunt of Wards when it finds itself unable to save the estate it may instead 
of releasing the estate to the jn'oprietor hand it over to the trustees selected from • 
among tlie (leditors. This is a most extraordinary provision and if allowed to bo 
niad(‘ into law wdll cause the ruin of many zrmindnri estates— particularly as the 
provision will apjtly not only to estates which will Ite taken over by the Board in future, 
l)ut also to those w^hifdi are now under its management. 


Minute of dissent by Babu Jatindra Nath Basu, M.L.C.

We cntircl;s agree with the general principles underlying the original Bill, but 
we oppose the insertion of the pixiposed new clause 3 (/) in section 2d of the Act. We 
reserve the lighl of moving amendments for its deletion in the open Council. 


Minute of dissent by Mauivi Abul Quasem, M.L.C. 

Clause 5- — I cannot agree that section IOC should be permanently replaced by the 
proposed sections IOC and lOCC. The present difficulties are admittedly due to the , 
prevailing economic depression. With tne passing of the depression there should be 
no reason for the continuance of these provisions. I am particularly opposed to the 
extension of the benefits of these sections to those proprietors who have been or may be 
declared disqualified under clause (e) of section 6. That clause should, in my opinion, 
[)e repealed. 

Clause 12. — T cannot agree to the addition of the proposed clause 3 to section 23. 

It was not in the Bill, as introduced in the Council. It embodies a new provision and 
a new principle and should have been before the public and the Council before having 
(b^n adopted by the Select Committee. In my opinion the procedure recommended 
will prove in practice to be difficult, dilatory, cumbrous and costly.

• strongly object to the insertion oi neu clause because the 

tiuderiyiug object is entirely new and has been adopted in the Selec't Committee tor 
the tirjjt time, it was not recognized in the Hill so presented and the Council had no 
occasion to express any opinion om it, nor was public opinion elicited on this point by 
circulation. In my humtde opinion the views oi tlie jmblic and ol im|H)rtunt associa- 
tions should be^called lor belore it may be udojited l>\ the Council. Tlie Council should 
know definitely the views oi the puiblic on this inipurtunt question eiuiiudaiing a new 
principle vitally ahecting the party. 11 this clause be passed, it will juove ruinous 
Lo the estates. \\ itliuut proper saleguards, the step ot placing the niauugemeut in 
the hhnds of the creditors wdU be like throwing the debtor’s estate to the tender 
mercies of the creditors who will naturally (*ure luore lor their dues than ioi* the pre- 
servation of the estate. 

(generally speaking, tlie Court oi V\ aids lakoh up estates in wdiich there is possi- 
bility of redeeming them alter adiiiinistruting toi Mune time. Fifteen years are the 
average number oi years in winch an encumbered estate ina> lioi)e lo clear oiV debts 
and such estates are generally taken u^i by Court. Jim tlu*rc’ may be estates in which 
more than that period, suj" tvvenl\ or thirty years oi more, are required to restore the 
normal position of solvency. \\ hat would be the late oi such an estate? Are they 
to be declared as hopeless oi will they in? jjluced under the administration of creditoi*s 
as proposed in this section? Geiieialiy, estates arc to be administered tor tw'o or three 
years’ before any scheme can lie made ol (In* juobabh* number ol years in which the 
debts can be cleared, and it is lor ibis that the extension ol the moratorium is proposed 
in this Bill. If after adminisituiug the estate ioi two or tluee years, the ('ourt finds 
that ttfe estate is not redeemable in the course oi l♦‘asonuble time oi hi teen years, but 
it will take more than hfteen years, they will then give uj) the administration and 
place it under the trusteeship of the creditors. In such cases, though the condition of 
the estate is not absolutely hopeless, but only J*e(|uin*s stum* more time, the Court by 
their action dejirive the debtor of the tdiauces of ifdeeming it. 

In the clause as drafted the expression “reasonable peiiod” has not been deliued. 
There is no bar to the iclinquisliment of an estate by the Court after tw^o or three 
years* administration and the discretion of eonsidering what “reasonalble period** is, 
lies wholly in the Court of Wards and its projiei t‘xercisc cannot also be questioned, 
lender the circumstances, some check on its exercise should be provided in the Act. 

Vesting of the estate in a b()tl\ ol creditors is like vesting ot a projierty in the 
Official Assignee. Very few' estates are restored to the proprietois aftc*r administration 
by' the Official Assignee as the establishment and other charg(‘H, sucli us, remuneration, 
etc., are so high that the estate is run through in iiieeling them. Thus there should 
be hard-and-fast rule with regard to the jeniuneiatioii ol trustees. 

In any case, the creditors who will undertake* the administration of the estate us 
tnistees should be debarred from realizing thei? own dues in the lirst iuslance. The 
duty of trusteeship being statutorily cast on thmu, any' non-administration or mal- 
administration should amount to breach of trust for which they should be liable. A 
clear provision to this ell'ect should he emlHMlied m the Bill. 

In the existing Act the payment of all charge.s necessary for the maintenance, 
education and religious observances of the vvaid and his lainily' lias been made the 
first charge in Class T, and only the “jiayineiit ol such rejigious, chaiitable and other 
allowances... . and allowTtiices and donation iM'fitting the jKmitiori of the ward*ft 
family** has been relegated to the fifth jiositior. in t.iass II There are indeed very 
cogent reasons for treating the maintenance*, eelncation and religious allowances of

hallowed by tradition handed down through penemtinns ; the disturbaiiee of such sort 
ef religious observances will seriously wound the r.iiM Hpt(l)ili(ies of the ward end of 
his family and also the public at large.

2. The Bill was published in English in an Extraordinary issue of the 
Calcutta Gazette of the 25th November, 1935. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our recom- 
mendation as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met on the 3rd December, 1935, and concluded its 
sitting on the same day. 

5. The only minor change we have suggested is a verbal alteration i& 
clause 4(7) to make the intention clearer. 

We recommend that the Bill, as reported on by us, he passed.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


There is judicial authority for the proposition that a composition under section 39 of the 
Provincial Insolvency Act, J920 (V of 1920), releases the insolvent only from debts entered in 
the schedule, but not from a debt in respect of which the creditor has not taken part in the 
insolvency proce(idings ; whereas section 30 of the Presidency -towns Insolvency Act, 190lf * 
(111 f>f 1909), releases the insolvent from all debts provable in insolvency. A comparison of 
sect ion 44 of the former Act and section 45 of the latter Act indicates that the effect of an order 
of discharge is substantially the same under both Acts and there is no good reason why the effect 
of a compromise' should not similarly be the same. This Bill is designed to assimilate the terms 
of section 39 of th(‘ Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, to those of section 30 of tfio Presidency- 
towns Insolvcuicy Act, 1909.

Section 50 of the Indian Army Aet, 1011 (VIII of 1911), pur|K>rt.s to set out all the penal 
<Jeduotions which may he made from the pay and allowan<*e8 of a jK'rson suhjta’t to tht' 
but sub-section (2) thereof makes no ndert iu*!* to the forfeiture of siieh pay as corps or working 
pay which can be awarded as a minor punishment hy an officer exertdsing authoriW under 
section 20. It is now proposed to rectify tliis omi.s8ion and, at tiu' same time, to omit from the 
section the reference to suspuision from pay which, owing to the deh'tion of claust' (< ) of sec- 
tion 43 by the Indian Army (Amendment) Act, 1934 (XXX HI of 1934), is no longer a punish- 
ment which can be awarded by a (‘ourt-martial. 

2. Opportunity is also being taken to rectify another omission by anuuiding section 73 
of the* Act so as to emppwer a district court-martial to award to a warrant officer the sentcuices 
of forfeiture of seniority of rajik, n^primand and .sevtu’c reprimand on the analogy of section 182 
of the Army Act (44 k 45 Viet. e.

For some time past the coffee growing interests in South India have been pressing 
upon thv» Gc»vernnienl of India tJie desiiabiitty of imposing a cess on exports of coffee 
with a view^ to jiroviding funds for the impknement and develoximent of the Indian 
<*offee industry. A canvass throughout the <ofYee growing areas has sliown that a 
preponderating majority of the gT<»wers are in favour of this proposal, w^hich also 
carries with it the support of the Governments of Madras, Coorg, Mysore, Travancore 
and Cochin. In these Tircumstances the Government of India have* accepted* the 
proposal and have introduced this Bill w hich se^ks to impose on coffee exported from ^ 
British India a cess at a rate not exceeding Re. 1 per iwvt. The proceeds of the cess 
w’ill constitute a fund wdiich will be administered in the interests of the coffee growing 
industry by a thoroughlj^ representative committee. 

*2. in view of the approaching separation of Burma from India, the Govamment 
of Burma desire that Buima should be excluded ftom the scope of the proposed 
legislation. The Government of India have accepted the views of the Local Govern-, 
nient and have excluded that province from the scope of the Bill. ‘

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to bring about a desiiable change in the prese^it 
constitution of the (Domini 1 tee of the Durgah Khawaja Sahib, Ajmer (formed under 
Notification No. ISll-A., dated the 1st June, 1807, of the Honourable the liieutenant- 
Governor of the NoTth-Western Provinces under section 7 of Act XX of 1868 and 
printed at page 786 of the Ajmer Rc'gulations, Volume M to P), by reducing the i<tnn 
of office of the members from life to five years and increasing the number of independent 
Muslim members in the (^ommittee so as to ])rovide for popular and effective control 
over the Durgah Hazrat Ehwaja Moinud-din (fiiishti and the Endowments attached 
thereto, which have hitherto remained almost exclusively in the hands of persons 
themselves financially interested in the institution as attendants, servants or representa- 
tives of the office-holdeis of the shrin(», and further to ensure the proper collection cf 
income, disbursement of expenditure, maintenance and publication of the acicounts and« 
observance of discipline in the Durgah. 

These changes cannot be brought about except by express legislation.

tive, and, in tim latter case, the Governor General in (youncil after consultation with 
the Local Government, may rejdace the Board in any cantonment by a Board consist- 
ing of 2 official members and one non-official nominated member. This arrangement, 
fiowever, is limited to a normal term of one yeai*, subject to extension by periods of 
not more than one year at a time after review by tlu* Governor General in Council, 
and sul)jeet alscj to the eon<Iition that the Governoi' General in Council Ahall be 
bound fmthwith to rest<»re the normal regime if (he extraordinary reasons necessi- 
tating its abrogation cease to exist.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The custom of segregation of < ertain Hindu classes as outcaste and untouchable 
and the social and other disabilities they sutfer under in consequence of such custom 
have been the sulvject matter of universal condemnation. There has been (^ontinuouf 
agitation on the part of the leaders of these Depressed Classes as they have ])een com 
monlv called, as well as on the part of the reformers among the mum body oi Hindu? 
to out au end to this custom of untouchability and to the disabilities arising therefrqjp 
Recent events have brought this agitation to a head and there is at present a great 
wave of feeling throughout India for the removal of the disabilities of these Depressed 
Classes which in the interest of humanity and general welfare advantage should be 
taken of by the State. It is therefore desirable that a general law should he passed 
prohibiting the recognition of any rights, or disabilities arising out of ihe usage re 
garding unt<uiehability, either in civil or criminal Courts.

As the Arya Samajists who form quite an appreciable number of the Indian popu- 
lation conscientiously believe that the present caste system is not in accordance with 
their scriptures, the Vedas and the sacred Shastras and as according to the law as ad- 
ministered at present marriages between parties belonging by birth to different castes 
or sub-castes are considered invalid and there is a fear of the issue of such marriages 
being declared illegitimate and as q^iite a large number of such marriages have taken 
place and more would have taken place had there been no such obstacle, it is necessary 
to have a law which would give relief to the Arya Samajists. Hence the above law is 
proposed.

h'or .several yeais pa.st it has been the cherislnul ilesii’e of the Muslims of BHtish 
India that Customary Law should in no case lake the place of Muslim Personal Law\ 
The matter has been repeatedly agitated in tlie press as well as on tlie platfonn. ihe 
Janiiut-ul-tllema-i-TIind, the greatest Moslem leligious body lias suppoi'ted the demand 
and invited the attention of all concerned to tlie urgent necessity of introducing a 
measure to this effect, (histomary Lu^v is a misnomer inasmuch as it has not any 
sound basis to stand ii^on and is very inucb liable to frequent changes and cannot be 
expected to attain at any time in tlie futiue that certainty and definiteness which % 

be the characteristic of all laws. The status of Muslim women under the so-called 
Customary liuw is simply disgraceful. All the Mirsliin Women Organisations 
therefore eomlemnefl the (.’iisloraary Law a.s it, adversely affeets lheir_ rights. They 
demand that the Muslim Personal Law (Sharial) should he made applicable to them. 
The introduction of Muslim Personal l.aw will autonmtically rai.se them to the position 
to which tliev are naturally entitled, fn addition to this the pre.sent measure, if 
eimeted, would have very salutaiy effect on society because it would ensure certainty ■ 
and definiteness in the mutual rights and obligations of the public. Muslim Personal 
Law (Sfuiriat) exists in the form of a veritable code and is too well known ^to admit of 
any doubt or to entail any great labour in the shape of research, which is the chief 
feature of Customary T.aw.
